Col.'Baker will move — Whereas, in the 
present disturbed state of Europe tho im- 
perial British government might suddenly 
be plunged into war; and whereas tho 
coast and ports of British Columbia are 
not in a state to resist any sudden attack 
by nn enemy; therefore be it resolved that 
representation be made to the Dominion 
government requesting that early steps be 
taken to carry out its policy declared in 
18811, of stationing in British" Columbia a 
battery of Canadian artillery; also request- 
ing the Dominion government to take 
steps toward placing on a better footing 
the militia of this province, 1st, by the 
enrollment of new corps at Nanaimo, 
Vancouver, the Yale and Kootenay dis- 
tricts, ami such other districts as may be 
deemed advisable; 2nd, by providing better 
and more suitable drill sheds for existing 
corps, and also by providing suitable mag- 
azines for the storage of powder and other 
ammunition. 

Mr. Orr will move for all communica- 
tions addressed to the Canadian Pacific 
railway company and their sureties con- 
cerning their bonds entered into in favor 
of this province. 

Mr Croft will move that in view of the 
intention of the government to introduce 
legislation relative to the timber lands of 
the province il is desirable that the house 
be fully informed as to the present condi- 
tion of the timber trade of the country. 
He it therefore resolved that a select com- 
mittee bo appointed for the purpose of 
obtaining such information with power to 
call for persons and papers, and to report 
to this house, and that the committee be 
also at liberty to report a scheme for the 
protection of the timber lands of the prov- 
ince, such committee to be composed of 
the following members: Attorney-General 
Davie, Iliggins, Vernon, Grant, Bole, 
Ladner, and the mover.

Again, said Mr. Pierre, "wo don't wish to 
lie niiido insignificant by anyone.' 1 This 
shows common sense, for the historian in- 
formed us that man was made in the 
beginning. We havo learned by 
observation, however, that lie some- 
times makes himself appear not 
only insignificant but. ridiculous as 
well and T, YV.

Tho rising waters at Lyons, Mich., 
have shut oti all communication with tho 
outside world by wire. The flood is con- 
tinuous, the wafers rising a foot an hour. 
Despat ches say Lhe damage done is simply 
terrible. 

Tho board of railway commissioners on 
Friday, at Pes Moines, Iowa, rendered a 
decision in a case in conformity with tho 
new interstate commerce law, prohibiting 
discrimination in long and short hauls. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy had 
boon charging the state §1.80 per ton 
for carrying coal from Lucas county to

TRANSPARENT HYPOCRISY. 

It is said by those who desire to lull to 
sleep the watchfulness of the electors 
favorable to the national policy that the 
opposition do not propose, in the evont of 
obtaining power, to make any serious 
changes in the tariff. It is not required 
to make great changes in order to destroy 
the benefit the country has derived from 
the readjustment oi the tariff For in- 
stance, the sugar tariff might, by a very 
slight change, be made to work ruin to ft 
growing industry. In t lie same way the 
protection given to fanners might become 
a curse instead of a blessing. But, setting 
aside the danger that might result, from 
unskilful men taking charge of the tariff, 
is not the statement industriously spread 
by the opposition the best evidence in the 
world of the incapacity of the leaders of 
the opposition? They had a committee of 
investigation in LS7ti. They studied the 
subject of the depression in the fullest 
manner possible. Alter full investigation 
they determined that m> relief could be 
given to the people of Canada by means 
of the tariff I'hey declared no govern- 
ment could do anything to help the suffer 
ing experienced through the depres- 
sion. It was a liercc fire that 
must be left to burn itself out; a raging 
flood that no power of man or govern- 
ment could restrain; an epidemic in tho 
presence of which science and statesman- 
ship were necessarily e< mipellt to stand 
with folded arms, unpotenl to prevent its 
spread or limit its powers of mischief. 
They declared that any attempt f" weak- 
en its force, limit its area, or bring about a 
change would do more mischief than good. 
Sir Richard Cartwright declared the pro- 
posed plan of 'he National Policy to be 
"legalized robbery." Mr. Mills spoke of 
tho tariff aB "our iniquitous and accursed 
tariff" As the Montreal Gazette points 
out, the Halifax Chronicle, the organ of 
tho eastern free trade party, which, in 
1870, threatened to abandon Mr. Macken- 
zie if he even squinted at protection, 
spoke of the tariff as "that unmitigated 
curse called the National Policy," and 
only a few weeks later announced that 
Mr. Blake is pledged ti> remove the duties 
on coal and breadstuffs and grains. From 
1876 down to tho present time there has 
been no cessation of hostilities, yet now, in 
spite of these attacks, it is industriously 
circulated that the opposition have deter- 
mined no longer to oppose the National 
Policy. Tho curve is a sharp one. But they 
say they can take it. All this, if actually 
in tho mind anil purpose of tho reform 
party shows how lacking the leaders have 
been in wisdom. Tin- National Policy is 
tho same to-day iti its underlying princi- 
ples as it was in I87fi. Vet up to within 
a few days ago tho organs and the public 
men have been attacking the tariff as 
fiercely and virulently as during all the 
pas) years. If it is so good now in their 
eyes that they promise to embrace 
it after being blind to its virtues for 
eleven years, it says little for their capa- 
city as statesmen, littie for their ability 
to sivay the destinies of this country, tin 
the most important .subject, tho country 
has had to deal with since confederation 
the present opposition are ten years be- 
hind the liberal-conservatives. They are 
only just now reaching the point of dove,. 
Inpatient reached by tho liberal -conservative 
party nearly adi wenyoars ago. This does in it 
indicate a very intelligent party nor a 
party of progressive ideas, nor yet a party 
of original ideas.

Cutil 
about ten days ago the winter was very 
pleasant. The weather was something

sleighing. The weather being just cold 
enough to make pleasure driving exhilir- 
atiug. The weather was so fine and the 
air so balmy that a great many thought a 
I Chinook wind would soon blow which 
I would quickly melt the snow. But their 
expectations were rudely dispelled when 
about ten days ago the weather began to 
grow colder and colder until the I inl inst., 
when it reached its coldest, tho thermo- 
meter registering in this community 12° 
below zero, and at Nicola Lake 46" below 
zero, which is colder by -It) than it lias 
ever been at these places during tho last 
1 L' years. 

From the 2nd to 6th inst. the thermo- 
meter registered cold, ranging from :'.<> to 
■12 below zero in this community, This 
is undoubtedly an exceptional winter and 
is proving hard on the stock, especially 
cattle. Cattle feeding began a month mill 
in some cases six weeks a-.'o. and the cattle 

are beginning to show very marked evi- 
dences of the absence of "bunch grass," 
la the cases of some ranchers the supply 
of hay is nearly exhausted, and taking 
into consideration the destitute state of 
the ranges last fall, if .-attic- are noVi 
turned out to shift for themselves 
very disastrous, undoubtedly, will 
be the result. The outlook for 
the stockmen is very gloomy, there 
being no sign of approaching spring, and 
tit least two weeks more to feed can be 
relied upon. Between now and the 1st of 
April there will be beyond a doubt u largo 
number of cattle die in Nicola, The 
weather is now moderating and there is 
every evidence of being fair Weather ill 
the immediate future.

LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 

ONTARIO. 

The speech from the throne ab the open- 
ing of the legislature promised some 
araendifie^ts to the license laws and re- 
cognized tko temperance sentiment in the 
appointment; of police magistratesi etc. 
Tlie govenunent's scheme for university 
confederation was adverted to mid the 
l)ill promised for tho extension of the 
Torren'a sjHtein beyond York comity was 
mentioned. Tho bills to giyeeffecb to tlie 
recommendations, regarding Niagara Falls 
park, for putting into operation the fac- 
tory act, the subject of prison labor and 
tho new parliament buildings wore also 
referred to. 

A petition lias been filed against tho 
election of James Clancy, of West Kent, 
for corrupt practices. 

Thus. Houston A Co. , wholesale wool- 
, oiib, Toronto, has suspended; liabilities 
840,000. 

Aaron Friendly it Co., overall manu- 
facturers, Toronto, offered 25 cents on tho 
dollar. The oiler is held over pending 
the decision of English creditors. 

The tleatli of Mrs. dames Scarf!', of 
Woodstock, was very sudden. While out 
walking she complained of feeling unwell, 
anil she was immediately taken to a house 
and medical assistance summoned, but 
she expired in a few minutes. 

Ottawa sent live thousand visitors to 
Montreal's carnival. 

W. E. San ford & Co., Hamilton, have 
a contract for 8,000 red coats for the Do- 
minion government. 

It has been decided to introduce the 
electric light into the parliament build- 
ings. The senate will have 136 lamps, 
the commons and the lobby 4U. The 
system will he in working erder in two 



Sir John Lester Kayo has completed 
the organization of a syndicate for work- 
ing ten large farms in the Northwest. 
His associates are all Englishmen, and 
they have decided to place the capital 
stock at the enormous figure of £1,030,000, 
or about $6,500, 000. Sir John, who has 
sailed for England, will return to Canada 
in March with a small army of employes, 
tenants and others, drawn principally 
from his estates in Yorkshire. 

QUEBEC. 

The assessors of Montreal have finished 
the census of the city, and it foots up 
18u,000, or with tlie suburbs, l'l'0,000 
souls. 

Cold weather has restored the Montreal 
carnival to life, and all the attractions 
have been patronized by throngs of visi- 
tors. Tho governor-general and suite 
visited a number of attractions. The at- 
tack on the ice palace by two thousand 
snow-shoers closed the proceedings. The 
pyrotechnical display was grand, and last- 
ed twenty minutes. There were half-a- 
dozen explosions in tho ice palace during 
the attack. The reserve ammunition took 
tire and there were many narrow escapes. 
A bomb struck a girl named Forget on 
the face and fatally injured her. Two 
pieces of the tower fell and seriously in- 
jured a man named Hyde. 

Hon. Mr. Chapleau, secretary of state, 
has issued his address in Terrebono, which 
he has represented in either the local or 
Dominion house for twenty years. After 
claiming that he has always made it his 
special mission to further tin; railway and 
colonization interests of the provinces, 
asking credit for the conservative gov- 
ernment for its foresight ami public spirit 
in these matters, and dwelling on the 
benefit to the whole country of the na- 
tional policy, he refers to the Kiel ques- 
tion. He says it would not be necessary 
to touch on that hut for recent develop- 
ments in Quebec, and he goes on to quote 
the recent utterances of Archbishop Taebe 
and Bishop Lelleche against the Kiel cry. 
He says: "These venerated prelates elaim 
that the remedy for the grievances that 
may exist in tlie Northwest is not the 
overthrow of the ministers, and that dur- I 
ing the last year tlie reparation already 
made and the justice rendered to the 
Metis have restored tranquility ami con- 
fidence in that region. They oven go so 
far as to say that it would tie a blunder to 
overthrow tlie government." Passing on 
to the religious question, the address says: 
" The narrow-minded persons who indulge 
in that species of attack on the Catholic 
and French-Canadian population of the 
province of Quebec, will feel all the retri- 
bution of a blander that lias been commit- 
ted in cold blood. . . In religious 
matters and questions of a mixed charac- 
ter which have arisen in the course of my 
political career, 1 have always applied for 
direction to the only guide whom a sin- 
cere Catholic can choose for his counsel- 
lors, the authorized heads of the ecclesias- 
tical hierarchy. In this connection, 1 
may say that 1 have received the most 
indisputable testimonies of their sym- 
pathy," esteem and full approval." The 
address concluded by asking the electors 
of Terrebonne nol to expect to see too 

much of Mr. Chapleau during the cam- 
paign, as his duty of supervising the gen- 
eral party interests in and around .Mon- 
treal will require much of his time. 

Sir Narcisse Belleau has been named 
lieutenant governor during the absence of 
tlie Hon. Mr. Masson. 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

The number of sailing vessels registered 
at St. John, diminished by '_'ii last year, 
principally on account of loss at sea, .'it 
craft being returned as wrecked, burnt or 
missing, while only 20 were built; or 
bought. The number of steam vessels in 
creased be 2, but both were very small. 
The total tonnage of strain ami sailing 
vessels on the register January I, was 
21<i,;ir>7, as against 233,0-17 tons January 
1, 1886, 

John Langan, of St. John, was acci- 
dentally killed by the discharge of a re- 
volver in the hands of Henry 1'atterson, a 
clerk in Mrs. Arrowsmith'a meat store. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
The residence id Win. Smith of Smith's 
covo, caught lire at, midnight. The old 
people were asleep in the lower part of 
the house and barely escaped with their 
lives, with nothing on but their night 
clothes. Two boys slept upstairs, the 
eldest of whom when aroused found his 
brother in a dazed condition. While 
endeavoring to get his brother out of the 
building the floor gave way and the boy 
was percipi tnted into the flames and 
perished, while the other with much diffi- 
culty reached the window and jumped out, 
being very severely burned and also cut 
and bruised. 

MANITOBA. 

It is currently reported that there will 
be a fourth candidate for tlie commons in 
Winnipeg in the person of Thomas Scot t. 
t\e lias put hiuisulf In nomination by 
reason of the uncertainty of his appoint- 
ment as collector of customs.

EDISON INFKINGEMKNTS. 

Suits to bo Taken In Canada to Enforce the 
Incandescent Patents. 

It is stated that preliminary steps have 
been takeu in Canada by the Edison com- 
pany to legally enforce its rights, and that 
suits will shortly be commenced against all 
users of other incandescent lamps, th< 
reasons for bringing the suits against the 
users in this country being that there are 
no manufacturers of other incandescent 
apparatus in the Dominion, all the plants 
which are. claimed to infringe the Edison 
patents having been imported. 

The prosecution of the Edison suits 
against infringers has been actively coin 
menced at Trenton, N. J., by the nistitu 
tion of no less than eleven suits against 
the Westiftghouse electric company of 
Pittsburg, claiming injunctions and 
damages. 

The Electrical Hen',/ says: "These 
suits appear to be comprehensive, and 
while aimed directly at the Westinghouse 
electric company of Pittsburg, affect every 
incandescent electric light company 
throughout the country, and involve tho 
millions of dollars invested in tho incan- 
descents electric light plants."

Hon. J. Robson, minister of mines, 
presented to tho house yesterday his an- 
nual report of the mining industries uf 
tho province for the year 1886. The total 
amount exported by the hanks during tho 
year amounted to 8753,043, nearly $160,- 

000 ill excess of 1885. Adding one-fifth 
as the estimated value of gold leaving tho 
province by other sources gives a total 
yield of over $903,000 for the past year, 
a gratifying increase. Incorporated with 
the report are those of the gold commis- 
sioners of the various districts, the pre- 
liminary report of Mr. A. Bowman^ M.E., 
and tho report of Mr. 0. Koch, mining 
export; the latter has already been printed 
in tho columns of Tin: Colonist. 

t' A ttlBOO. 

In bis report Mr. Bowron states that 
another dry season has greatly interfered 
with the gold output of his district, 
though on William's creek and tributaries 
the yield has nearly equalled that of last 
pear, Among tho hydraulic claims the 
Forest Rose has been the most successful, 
having now reached bud-rock and good 
pay. The others have not as 3'et reached 
t hat stage, and the dry season havo com- 
pelled them to go further for a bettor 
supply of water. The Nason Co. has not 
as yet been successful in securing pay, 
having been unable to compete with the 
under-current of water, and it is now 
though! thai the only successful way to 
proceed is to flume the creek for a con- 
siderable distance boloiv the shaft. The 
gold lias been proven to oxist in quantities 
and the work will proceed. The strike 
made by prospectors northeast of Barker- 

ville is referred to as likely to lead to the 
opening up of anew and extensive min- 
ing field. Th«' section in which the dis- 
covery \vas made is entirely disconnected 
from the present Cariboo mines by a high 
granite range. The region is probably the 
source from which the bars on the ("pper 
Eraser derive their deposits of gold.

the coining year. From Keithloy and 
Harvey crooks there is nothing new and 
claims have done as well as during the 
previous year. The great Suowshoo Co., 
on Suowshoo creek, after live years of 
haul work, have at last struck good pay.

Mr. J. L. Crimp reports an increase in 
yield over that of the previous seasons. 

Tho greatest increase was in Dease creek. 
There lias been linli- prospecting done, 

though tour white nu n I id encouraging 

prospects on Mosquito creek. On Muddy 
river three white men prospected all 
slimmer. This si ream is ninety miles 
from Sylvester's landing. High water in- 
teifercd witli w ork, though good pay was 
found, two men rocking oul 8100 in one 
lay. The government is recommended 
to make a small appropriation to assist in 
pr< ispeet ing.

FOR " AULD LANG SYNE." 

Mr. Alex. McLean Is Interview oil on Ills Ex- 
periences in "Auld Scotia." 

A Colonist representative yesterday 
called upon Mr. Alex. McLean, of the 
Scotch House, and after t he usual greet- 
ing, asked him several questions concern- 
ing his recent trip to Hie old country. 

"Well,'' said Mr. McLean, "I don't 
know what 1 can teii you, with (lie excep- 
tion that 1 hud a grand time and enjoyed 
myself thoroughly. " 

"1 understand that you addressed 
several large meetings in Scotland and 
England and t hat your subjects were en- 
tirely concerning British Columbia?" 

"Vi s, that is perfectly true. I was on 
a visit to my native town, Gatehouse, 
and while there a bazaar was held to pay 
oil the debt on their new city hall. Being 
asked to address the large audience I 
readily seized upon the opportunity of 
letting the people know something about 
British Columbia and its resources. I 
told t beni of its importance to the 
Dominion of Canada and that it only re- 
quired lime and capital to develop its 
boundless wealth of minerals. Capitalists 
were gradually taking an interest in the 
province. I did not forgot to mention 
tin- climate, which I told them was the 
grandest I ever experienced. J was 
listened to with marked interest, and 1 
think I fully impressed t he people with 
the real value of the province. '' 

"You were in Edinburgh, I think, Mr. 
McLean. Did yon speak there?" 

"Oh, y es, 1 w as present at a ward din- 
ner, w here t here w ere several prominent 
citizens, including the local provost. I 
was called upon to give a description of 
my many years' experience in British Co- 
lumbia, which I did, and my opinions of 
its future prospects were not stinted, you 
may be sure, as I think this province has 
one of the greatest futures before it that 
a country Could have. 1 told them that it, 
was iny linn conviction that the Dominion 
would have been incomplete and would 
novor hav e acquired its position as a na- 
tion if it had not secured British Co- 
lumbia. 

"The next time 1 spoke was at White- 
haven, where Mr. Pickering, who drew 
our sewerage plans, was giving a lecture 
in connection with a scientific association, 
and presided over by a cousin of mine. 
The lecture was largely attended, and 
Mr. Pickering's kind words for Victoria 
and the province in general wore listened 
to with attention, he having a high opin- 
ion of the country. The chairman then 
called upon me to respond and give my 
views on the country of my adoption. I 
compared the stale of affairs with those of 
twenty-live years ago when I first came to 
the province, and said tliaf men coining to 
a new country were naturally disappoint- 
ed at times, but lot t hem show determina- 
tion and courage to overcome the difficul- 
ties and they were sure to succeed. 1 
also extolled our climate, my remarks in 
that direction being substantiated by Mr. 
Pickering. " 

"Did you find many people anxious to 
gain informal ion f 

"I was interviewed by many tradesmen 
during my stay iiiWhitehavenjwho want to 
come out, and to those I said that I would 
not take the responsibility of advising 
ihcni to come, but if they did come their 
success depended altogether on their so- 
briety and perseverance." 

"Of course you are glad to get homo 
again ?" 

"Yes, indeed, I am, and I think there 
is no place like doar old Victoria to live 
in." 

"What is the standing of Pickering & 
Orompton f" 

"They rank among the first hydraulic 
and sanitary engineers in Great Britain, 
which is saying a good deal." 

This ended the interview. The efforts 
of Mr. McLean and others' who have re- 
cently gone to the mother country will no 
doubt be productive of benefit to tho 
province, in which they have been so suc- 
cessful, and for which thoy have so high a 
regard.
